Protest of procurement for nonappropriated
fund activity is dismissed as GAO has no
authority to render bid protest decision
concerning expenditure of nonappropriated
funds,

The Pagar Corporation (DAGAR) protests the award
of a contract to American Management Systems, Inc. by
the Department of the Army under solicitation No.
DAWAF-81-B-0039. DAGAR contends that it was the
lowest offeror for the development and implementation
of an Exposure and Billing Subsysten of the Army's
Nonappropriated Fund Risk Management Program.

The procurement was conducted for a nonappropriated
fund activity, This Office has no authority to render
a decision involving nonappropriated funds. Security
Assistance Forces & Equipment oflG, B-203264, June 14,
1981, 81-1 CPD 488.

The protest is dismissed.
